Since the ‘beginning of the year, 1,118 reservoirs have been repaired 
and 'built In Czechoslovakia, The largest number of repairs were made in Ceake 
Bud© Jo vice EraJ, where 280 reservoirs with an area of 97.83 hectares were 
renovated. In Uati KraJ only 16 reservoirs were repaired, but their total 
are©© was 165.6 heotares. In Pilsen KraJ 86 reservoirs were renovated with 
an area of 83-02 hectares, while 60,23 hectares cf reservoira vere repaired 
in Jihlam KnaJ, with a total of ><3 reservoirs. In Gottwaldov Kiaj 26 reser- 
voir©, with an area of 58.54 hectares, were renovated, and 94 reservoirs with 
a total area of 77 hectares rare built in Prague KraJ. 

Since the beginning of 194$ 570 nev reservoirs have been built and 5 48 
reservoirs repaired in the entire country. A total of 29,764.20 hectares of 
land have been irrigated.

As v result of industrialization and increased construction, the consump- 
tion of wood io rising in Slovakia. Two million cubic motors of round timber 
are needed annually for sawmills, construction, and artisan trades. For rail- 
road ties 300,000 cubic metero of wood are used yearly, while 100,000 cubic 
asters are used In mines and 800,000 oublc meters for paper production. 

Windbreaks are to be constructed in Slovakia. Work will begin this 
autumn and seedlings will be taken from nurseries, where they have been 
planted fer this purpose. 
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
